Tire Report Reveals Problems 


Just where the United States stands today on its critica 


rubber supply, with estimates of production and demand for 
the remainder of the year and for 19,44, is revealed in Progress 
Report No. 4, covering the third quarter of 1943, now released

the 1944 program of War Food Administrator Marvin Jones 
is beginning to appear. Judge Jones himself has made public 
no complete report on the plans he has been making since his 
appointment last June, but unofficially and in broad outline 
his policy may be said to shape up somewhat like this: 


; 
® First—establish 
definitely, .and 


then let the farmers know well in 
advance of their planting seasons, 
just what both the floor prices and 
the ceiling prices will be on all the 
agricultural products needed in the 
war effort. 


Second — let them know what 


quantities of each of the farm prod- 
ucts will be needed. 


Third—then sec that the farmers 


will have enough fertilizer, farm 
machinery and labor to handle 
those crops. 


Judge Jones, us an ex-congress-
